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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 - 2, 5 - 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ishihara et al (US5916161 ). Ishihara teaches use of a detection thermocouple in a 
thermal control system which includes a thermal controller 20-25 which is adapted to set 
a dynamic power limit to the gradient coils (step A7 of Fig. 2 ) as a function of measured 
thermocouple temperature with respect to a boundary condition (Step A5) with the 
temperature sensor active at least across this range. The system includes predictive 
software capability associated with the calculation of temperature parameters as per 
col. 4 lines 17-26. Therefore the Ishihara et al system is structure capable of performing 
to dynamically adjust gradient coil power in relation to a sensed thermal control input. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 - 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
